REPORT. 


To  the  Legislature  of  Mississippi : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  herein  a  statement  of  the  money 
received  and  expended  for  the  State  Library  during  ihe  year 
1876,  with  a  list  of  the  books  added  to  the  Library  by  purchase, 
by  donation  and  by  exchange. 

Also  an  account  of  the  money  received  and  expended  for  the 
State  Capitol  building  during  the  year  1876.  The  vouchers  are 
on  file. 

The  items  are  set  forth  in  detail  in  the  several  papers  appended 
to  this  report. 

No  appropriation  was  made  for  Capitol  expenses.  The  last 
annual  appropriation  tor  the  Library  was  only  half  the  amount 
formerly  appropriated . 

By  order  of  the  Board  of  Finance,  the  Library  fund  was  used 
to  discharge  old  liabilities,  incurred  by  the  Librarian  and  Keeper 
of  the  Capitol  during  the  year  1875.  The  amount  thus  used,  in 
warrants,  was  three  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars  and  thirty- 
three  cents  ($367  33). 

By  order  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Library,  the  Library  fund  has 
also  been  used  to  defray  the  current  expenses  and  all  necessary 
repairs  of  the  Capitol  during  the  year  1876. 

It  is  requested  that  some  specific  sum  be  appropriated  for  Cap¬ 
itol  expenses. 

The  rooms  set  apart  for  the  Library  will  not  hold  all  the  works 
now  belonging  to  it.  Therefore  it  is  recommended  that  the  small 
room  contiguous,  on  the  right  of  the  Library  (Room  No.  6),  be 
fitted  up  for  library  purposes.
